Grandfather's Clock 


H. E. Weikert, of Hanover, has recent- 


ly come into possession of a Grandfather'g 
clock which has registered the minutes 
and chimed the hours for his ancestors in 
three centuries. This clock, which was 
made in Hanover by the veteran clock- 
maker, Jacob Hostetter, in the year 1795, 
has passed from generation to generation 
in the Weikert family, down to the pres- 
ent owner 


Not only has the clock remained m the 


family through this flight of years, but 
the original receipt given to the purchas- 
er, Peter Weikert, is also held byT,he 
present owner of the clock. 


At the death of Petei Weikert, who re- 


sided at Greenmount, Ad.ims county, the 
clock was given to his son, George 
Weikert, then to his son, the late D. P. 
Weikert, about the year J884, and at his 
death in July of this year the clock be- 
came tbe property of the present owner. 
Not dhly does Mr. Weikeit know the his- 
tory of the clock as it passed from father 
to son but he can point out almost the 
very spot where the cherry tree was cut 
down on the old Weikerf homestead, out 
of which the case was made. 


Another relic which has passed into 


Mr. Weikert's hands, is the original deed 
of the old Weikert homestead at Green- 
mount, given to Peter Weikert, and 
signed by Richani and John Penn, sons 
of Wm. Penn. This was dated 1798, and 
was recorded at York by J. Barnitz, Re- 
corder of York county, the two counties 
jeing o >e at thai date.

Bean Stew.—Cover a 
pint of navy beans over 
night with cold water; 
in the morning drain and 
cover with fresh cold 
water, bring slowly to 
boiling point and add a 
fourth of a teaspoonful 
of soda, boll five minutes. 
Now drain and rinse with warm water, 
then put to Btew in a clean saucepan 
with just enough hot water to come 
to the top of tbe beans. 
Cook very 
gently until the beans are tender, sea­ 
son with salt, and just before serving 
there should be no water left in the 
pan. 
Add a half pint of rich cream 
and serve hot. 


Date Cake.—Take a cup of sugar, an 
egg, a cup of dates which have been 
covered with a cup of boiling water, 
and a teaspoonful of soda, cool, add 
two tablespoonfuls of butter, a tea­ 
spoonful of vanilla, a teaspoonful ot 
baking powder and one and two-thirds 
cupfuls of flour, a half cupful of wal­ 
nut meats. Bake In a sheet and frost 
with a half cupful of sour cream, a 
cupful of brown sugar boiled together 
until creamy. 


For a change of flavor when making 
a white cake mixture, caramelise 
three-fourths of a cupful of sugar and 
a half cupful of boiling water, boll 
until thick, cool and add to cake. 


Pimlento Bleque.—This Is certainly 


most appetizing for those who enjoy 
the red pepper. Take the pulp of six 
red peppers, two teaspoonfuls of salt, 
half a teaspoonful of tabasco sauce, 
three pints of chicken stock cooked 
with a half cupful of cooked rice, add 
more seasonings If needed. 


Spsnlsh Chope.—Gash French chops 
to the bone and qtuff with six table« 
spoonfuls of bread crumbs, three t«« 
blespoonfuls of boiled ham chopped, 
two tablespoonfuls of mushrooms, two 
^tablespoonfuls of butter. 
Dip in egg 
crumbs and fry In deep fat.

Witch hazel water, followed 
by application of dusting powder, la 
comforting. Salves are not well borne 
as a rule, and if the poisoning has 
reached a stage not controlled by 
these treatments, it ia best to have 
professional treatment, as few, If any, 
of the innumerable domestic remediei 
prove to be entitled to reliance.

Of the rescued, 40 were boys, 25 were 
women, including a famous "laughing 
girl," and the rest were men, one of 
them a 250-pounder. s 


Jack Ring's beat Is one mile of the 


river front, and be hae patrolled it al- 
most daily since 1873, with the excep- 
tion of eix months, when he was fight- 
ing in the Philippine islands. 


He knows the Missouri river; Its 


subtle moods, when the floods will 
come and when recede; the changing 
channel, treacherous currents, suck- 
holes, eddies, boilings up; where the 
sandbars are; the habits and haunts 
of the wiggling things, big and little, 
that inhabit the stream. 


He has developed a scientific and 


effective method of rescuing persons 
from drowning. 


He has discovered that there are 


mysterious laws which govern the 
movement of corpses in the water. 


So intimate is Ring's knowledge of 


the river that if he be informed 
where an unfortunate sank to death 
ha will calculate the suckhole, eddy 
or sandbar down-stream, 100 yards to 
five miles, where the body is likely to 
be found. Tests have often proved 
the accuracy of his conclusions.

ming. The eupreme test of .river 
Bwimming, so the expert said, Is for 
one to- be able to take care of him- 
self -in the swift and mighty current, 
battle through the suck-holes and hold 
his own in the perilous places where 
the water "kicks up" and bucks like 
a broncho. "I've been in a lot o' tick- 
lish places, but never lost my head," 
the old man mused, "an* that's why 
I'm here."—American Magazine.

He has developed a scientific and 
effective method of rescuing persons 
from drowning. 


He has discovered that there are 
mysterious laws which govern the 
movement of corpses in the water. 


So intimate is Ring's knowledge of 
the river that if he bo Informed 
where an unfortunate Bank to death 
he will calculate the suckhole, eddy 
or sandbar down-stream, 100 yards to 
five miles, where the body is likely to 
be found. Tests have often proved 
the accuracy of his conclusions. 


Not by guesswork or Intuition does 
Ring locate the dead bodies, as many 
have* fancied. He consults his mental 
map of» the river and then makes a* 
mathematical calculation.

“This stream is a restless thing an* 
twists an' turns in hits bed." 


Ring's skill as a life-saver is predi­ 
cated, of course, on his expert swim­ 
ming. 
The eupreme test of .river 
swimming, so the expert said, Is for 
one to* be able to take care of him* 
self in the swift and mighty current, 
battle through the suck-holes and hold 
his own in the perilous places where 
the water “kicks up" and bucks like 
a broncho. “I've been in a lot o’ tick­ 
lish places, but never lost my head/1 
the old man mused, “an' that's why 
I'm here."—American Magazine.

the Germans, but rallied and swept 
the enemy before them.

All this information, as that con- 


cerning Belgium, comes from

German forces. One thing that may 
explain the apparent successes of the 
French is-the report that Germany has 
a comparatively small force to the 
south, massing seventeen army corps 
to the north in Belgium and Luxem- 
burg, particularly the latter, for the 
invasion of France. If this proves to 
be true. Francs may be forced to re- 
call some of her invaders to meet the 
Germans within her own frontier. 


One interesting point and a distinct 


surprise, was the announcement in 
Paris that a British torce was co-op- 
erating with the French in Alsace. 
Great Britain has never announced 
the size of the expedition she sent 
to the Continent or where her troops 
were operating, but it had been gen- 
erally accepted that the British were 
in Belgium. Jt was the violation of 
Belgian neutrality that caused Great 
Britain to declare war on Germany. 


A squadron ot French warships is 


reported to have defeated four Aus- 
trian ironclads in a battle on Sunday 
in ftie Adriatic sea. After an en- 
gagement lasting more than an hour, 
off Budua, Austria, according to a 
NIsh despatch, two Austrian vessels 
were sunk, one was set fire and the 
fourth sped away. Rome later report- 
ed that four Austrian warships had 
been sunk. 


Seventy thousand troops are engag- 


ed in a battle between Austrians and 
Servians, near Losnitza, Servia, ac- 
cording to an official statement made 
in Nish, Servia. The Austrians were 
repulsed at Janja, but they crossed 
the river Drina.

THURSDAY. 


Fighting inch by inch the advance o 


the vast German army, in Belgium 
as It pressed on toward the French 
frontier, the valiant Belgian army 
hurled itself upon the German van 
guard and repulsed the invaders at 
two points—Namur and Haelen, in the 
vicinity of Dlest, inflicting severe 
losses in both battles. 


Whether this serves more than to 


delay the onward sweep of the Ger 
man troops, vastly outnumbering the 
Belgians opposing them, is considered 
doubtful. 


No mention is made of the participa 


t!on of French and British forces In 
the battles, from which it would ap- 
pear that the Germans have not yet 
come in contact with the main allied 
army of defense supposed to be gath- 
ering at Namur. The tactics of the 
Germans indicate that they are trying 
to get into contact with the allied 
army, the position of-which is hidden. 


The great battleground extends 300 


miles, from forty miles northwest of 
Liege, Belgium, to Belfort, France, 
with the German army pressing for 
ward and engaging in isolated battles 
all along the line.

The British government notified the 


Austrian ambassador in,London that 
a state of war between Great Britain 
and Austria had existed since mid- 
night.

He said that because of the 
wonderful cures effected by applica­ 
tion to cancer of radium rays there 
had sprung up a host of impostors and

Since there now are less than two grams 
of radium in the United States and it Is 
valued at $120.000 a gram these claims 
scarcely are plausible 


Wonders that actually have been ac­ 
complished in curing cancer through 
the use of radium were described to 
the chemical section by Dr, Charles L 
Parsons, chief of the division of min­ 
eralogy in the government bureau of 
mines. 
He exhibited several photo­ 
graphs showing the results of radium 
treatment for cancer. 


La«*k of co-operation between mine 
owners und miners and deficient state 
und national regulations of the raining 
industry were blamed for the high 
death rate among mine employees by 
Dr. Joseph A. Holmes, director of the 
United States bureau of mines, in an 
address before the mechanical science 
and engineering section.

Applied science will overcome any 
disadvantages which tariff reduction 
or dissolution of great business con* 
earns may bring, according to Dr. Rob­ 
ert Kennedy, head of the Mellon in ­ 
stitute of Applied Science, Pittsburgh, 
who declared:

Add a half pint of rich cream 
and serve hot.

Bake In a sheet and frost 
with a half cupful of sour cream, a 
cupful of brown sugar boiled together 
until creamy.

This often prevents ths 
ill effects, and often when the char 
acterlstlc inflammation baa become 
manlfeat it can be reduced to slight 
intensity by tbe name measure. This 
cannot be done, however, alter the fr 
rltatlon haa become intense; vigorous 
waahinga are Impossible and alcohol 
painful. Witch hazel water, followed 
by application of dusting powder, is 
comforting. Salves are not well boras 
os a rule, and if the poisoning haa 
reached a stage not controlled by 
theae treatments, it is best to have 
professional treatment, aa few, If any, 
of the innumerable domeatic remedies 
prove to be entitled to reliance.

One thing appears perfectly cleat 
in the meagre and one-sided reports 
of the lighting in Belgium. 
This is 
that the Germans steadily are moving 
their main body forward and gradu 
ally are developing the lines on which 
the first general engagement of that 
■one of warfare will be fought. 


Daily the Germans are reported a* 
being repulsed, but daily thei* engage 
merits are reported further to the west 
the southwest and the northwest, the 
German lines of movement for the 
invasion of France.

' The condition is illustrated by the 
Statement of the war office that the 
German cavalry which previously had 
been reported repulsed, had attemp 
ted to break through the Allies’ line 
at Wavre, but had been driven back 
Tbe significance of this is that Wavre 
is only fifteen miles from Brussels 
and notes the nearest approach yet 
admitted of the Germans to the Bel 
flan capital .
